THE DETEGTIYE^SNET! 


I «be Crontn murder Cowe <!• Belac 
Drawn Around «be CHillty Par* 
tie« and Ammtmwan made* 


CmcAoo, May 27.—Detective Daniel 
Conghlin, of the Chicago deteotive force, 
was locked up Saturday evening, on 
suspicion of beinpf an accomplice to the 
abduction and murder of Dr. Cronin. 


Peter McGeehan, who mysteriously 
disappeared from Philadelphia three 
months ago, was also arrested. 
It is al- 
leged he threatened the life of Dr. 
Cronin. 
His arrest is thought to fore- 
shadow other arrests, because it is known 
that he has been in the surveillance of 
Pinkerton detectives ever since the dis- 
appearance of Cronin, on the 4th inst. 
It is interpreted in local Clan-na-gael 
circles to mean that the net is being 
drawn in by the detectives. 


The arrest of McGeehan, it is be- 
lieved, will eventually land all the par- 
ticipants of the foul crime in prison. 
Where the prisoner is located could not 
be learned, but it is believed that he is 
buried in one of the deepest dungeons 
under the headquarters in the city hall. 
There were many visits made to the 
quarter yesterday by police officials and 
several by Assistant 
Superintendent 
Frank Murray, of the Pinkerton agency. 
On one of his visits to the central sta- 
tion, Mr. Murray was accompanied by 
"Bill" Gallagher, whose extensive ac- 
quaintance with all cases and characters 
in Philadelphia is well known. 


Certain friends of Dr. Cronin, who 
claim to have been instrumental in 
bringing about the arrest, say that the 
prisoner is no other than the missing J. 
B. Simonds, who rented the rooms at 
117 Clark street, opposite to Cronin's 
oifice in the Chicago opera house build- 
ing, purchased the furniture and trunk 
at Perells, and after keeping them in 
the rooms for a while disappeared with 
all the traps found last week in the Carl- 
son cottage in Lake View. 


They further claim that he drove Dr. 
Cronin away, assisted 
in the awful 
struggle which resulted in Cronin's 
death and th^n aided in disposing of the 
doctor's body. 


There was some mysterious telephon- 
ing going on between the central station 
and Captain Schaack shortly after the 
visit ofr Murray and Gallagher. 
The 
detectives are said to be in possession of 
the real names and actual identities .of 
three of the men implicated in the as- 
sasination. They are the two Williams 
and Simonds. They also know that the 
three skipped to three different parts of 
the country and three oflScers have been 
sent to locate them. But so far no en- 
couraging reports have been received. 


There are also under «onstant detec- 
tive espionage six or eight people in Chi- 
cago. The police profess to know that 
McGeehan is neither 
Simonds 
nor 
the man Williams who rented the Carl- 
son cottage, but admit that they know 
nothing about his being the alleged 
"Smith," named by Deteotive Cough- 
lin. 
There was a rumor last night that 
a Chicago bar tender was also under ar- 
rest, but while the city police denied 
this, they assert that the principals and 
accessories are Chicago people, with not 
more than two exceptions. All the sus- 
p e c t s will be rounded up for the coro- 
ner's inquest. 


It is reported this morning that Peter 
McGeehan has been identified as the oc- 
cupant of the Clark street fiat and the 
purchaser of the furniture from Revelle. 
Neither the police nor the furniture 
men will talk. 
If this is correct one- 
half of the mystery is cleared up, and 
the only questions to be solved are, who 
were the other participants and who is 
behind the gang. 


Judge Longnecker will to-day meet 
W. J. Hynes and Luther Lafiin Mills, 
and will be shown the incriminating pa- 
pers and affidavits left with Mr. Hynes 
by Dr. Cronin some time ago. 
On the 
contents of these documents will depend 
whether the states attorney will order the 
arrest of any of the persons so often al- 
luded to by Dr. Cronin's friends as be- 
ing in the conspiracy to assassinate 
him. 


The present grand jury will close 
their labors early this week^ and the 
June body wiU not b«^ impanelled until 
the second Monday of the month. 
"It 
will make no difference," said Judge 
Longnecker, **whether tl^ grand jury 
acts or not.. Any person against whom 
there is Boffioientgroimds of suspiaion 
can be held to await the action of the 
grand jury."

Chief Hubbard 
and Captain Schaack had a conference 
in the chief's office this morning, and at 
the close of the conference the chief in- 
strncted Captain Schaack to arrest P. 
O. Sullivan, the ice man. 


A morning paper stated that Hubert 
J. Frauley, late of Buffalo, was wanted 
by the police for complicity in the Cro- 
nin murder. That gentlemen called on 
Superintendent Hubbard this morning, 
(>nd soon satisfied him that he had no 
connection whatever with the case. 


ANIMPOBTANT MOVE. 


The police, it is said, made another 
important move in the Cronin case this 
afternoon. Harry Jordan, a man who 
came from Philadelphia some time ago 
and who is said to have been an intimate 
friend of McGeehan's, was placed in 
custody to "be held as a witness." 


It is suspected that he knows some- 
thing of McGeehan's movements that 
may prove of value. The police do not 
charge him with being one of the prin- 
cipals in the murder. 


Harry Jordan, who was at one time a 
bar tender at the McCoy hotel, is de- 
scribed as a low, thick-set fellow of 
rather excitable disposition. He is said 
to have belonged to the Clan-na-Gael 
faction, which was opposed to Cronin, 
and it is charged that he has frequently 
denounced the doctor in public. 


A SUNOAY riRK.

RENO, Nev., May 27—Yesterday after- 
noon a fire, which started in the old 
theatre building, opposite the Depot 
hotel, destroyed the hotel and six neigh- 
boring houses and then burned to the 
ground the Pioneer hotel, Lafayette 
house. Pollard ^ house and 
Pyramid 
house and partly co nsumed the Nevada 
and California depot. Subsequently the 
fire broke out again and destroyed five 
business houses and ten residences in 
Centre street.

LYNCHED A TBAMP! 


naaked men Take a Nmgn Baplet 
Pnun a llllclil«an Jail and 
Banir n i m to a Bridge. 


PoBT HÜBON, Mich., May 27.—On the 
afternoon of May 11, a colored tramp 
entered the house of John Gillis, a farm- 
er living about four miles west of this 
city, and made« brutal assault on Mrs. 
Gillis, beating and kicking her and 
stamping on her prostrate body. 
Mrs. 
Gillis was alone with her little five year 
old daughter at the time, and although 
she offered strong resistance, she was 
finally overcome and the 
brute ac- 
complished his purpose. 


The police caught the fellow the next 
day and lodged him in jail. 
He gave 
his name as Albert Martin and was 
identified by Mrs. Gillis. 


This morning a mob of 100 masked 
men visited the jail and breaking down 
the door with sledge hammers the men 
entered, took Martin from his bed in 
the cell and fastened a rope around his 
neck. Martin resisted desperately, brac- 
ing his knees against the cell door, 
while twenty men were tugging at the 
rox)e and others were kicking hitn on the 
back of the head. 


He then grabbed at a stove which was 
jerked out of its place and just before 
reaching the out side door struggled to 
his feet. He was struck a terrible blow 
in the back of the head by a wagon 
stake and was sent head first out into 
the street 
He was then struck on the 
head by a sledge and fully twenty re- 
volver shots were fired at him, one shot 
taking effect in his head and another in 
his back. 


He must have been dead before the 
mob had gone the length of the first 
block, but he was dragged through the 
sand and over the pavement to the Sev- 
enth street bridge, three blocks from 
the jail, where he was strung up to the 
iron stringers. 


He was cut down by the sheriff a few 
minutes later, but he was dead and 
mangled almost 
beyond recognition. 
The whole affair did not occupy more 
than twenty minutes. 
Only the sheriff 
and turnkey were on duty at the jail, al- 
though they had been warned that an 
attempt would be made to lynch Mar- 
tin.

THK nAnoNINCI BOAD. 


An Agreement Bn«ered Into WItk iCa 
Creditor« and the Boad Will 
Come on «o Port Wayne. 


All last week numerous attomeyn for 
the New York, Mahoning and Western 
railroad company, now the American 
Midland company, and its numerqps 
creditors were at work in Toledo, Ohio, 
trying to 
arrange 
some 
agreement 
whereby a settlement could be made 
that would be satisfactory to the credi- 
tors and at the same time give the rail- 
road company a chance to go on with 
the construction of the road. The total 
liabilities of the company amount to 
about $150,000. The assets consist of 
the completed section of the road be- 
tween Ottawa and Findlay and the 
Findlay car shops, all of the right-of- 
way to Fort Wayne and a considerable 
proportion of the grading. 
They also 
have a small amount of equipment. The 
creditors have heretofore refrained from 
pushing the matter, lest if the property 
was sold at forced sale it would not sat- 
isfy the outstanding claims. 


An agreement has finally been drawn 
up which has met the approval of nearly 
all the interested parties, and if carried 
out by the railroad company will put an 
end to further litigation. 


An agreement was entered into by 
the American Midland Railroad com- 
pany, of the first part, the New York, 
Mahoning and Western railroad of the 
second part and the lien holders aud 
creditors of the third part, by whichlthe 
lien holders consent to a postponement 
of the enforcing of their liens in court, 
so as to enable the railroad company to 
negotiate certain securities, named in 
the agreement aud go on with the con- 
struction of the road. 


The company will bond the road from 
Findlay, Ohio, to Fort Wayne, Ind., a 
distance of eighty miles, to the amount 
of $20,000 a mile. 
The entire issue of 
said bonds will be sold at not less than 
fifty cents on the dollar. 
Twenty-five 
per cent, of this amount will be paid to 
the court for the liquidation of the 
claims now in court and the other 75 
per cent, shall be used for the comple- 
tion of the road west to Fort Wayne, 
Ind., and east to Tiffiu, Ohio. 
The 
time for the completion of the road to 
these points seems to be fixed by the 
agreement at on or before September 1, 
1889.
